Awaits Added Data 


Pelley. Mr. Roosevelt added, was

Japanese Minister Assails Britain. 


U. S. for Naval Building Programs 


Kobe,'Japan 
Admiral Mit- 


sumasa Yonai, minister of the navy, 
today declared that the announced 
decision of the United States and 
Britain to abandon the 35,000-ton 
battleship limits of the 1936 Lon- 
don treaty "must be interpreted as 
evidence of their intention to op- 
pose Japan." 


He declared Japan was not build- 


ing "bigger ships at present." but 
said the American and,British pro- 
grams might compel her to revamp 
her naval program. 


Yonai, in western Japan to in- 


spect naval depots and munitions 
factories, in a newspaper interview 
assailed the American and Brit- 
ish naval programs as indicating "a 
superiority complex." 


Referring to the recent announce- 


ment of Washington and London 
that they no longer would be bound 


by the 35,000-ton limit, the admiral 
said this was "bound to disturb 
the peace of the world." 


"Both England and the United 


States are building bigger ships 
with larger guns," he declared. 


"Japan is neither building nor 


intending to build bigger ships at 
present." he continued. "However. 
it is natural that Japan should take 
the necessary measures to meet the 
situation. 


"Japan may be forced to re-exam- 


ine her own established replen- 
ishment program to ensure national 
defense and maintain peace and or- 
der in the Far East."

Consequently, I hope 
this article will bo read by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, John L. Lewis, Da- 
vid Lilienthal of the TVA, 
and 


Wendell L. Willkie of Common- 
wealth and Southern. At any rate, 
I am sending all these men marked 
copies. 
Fighting over what now exists 


instead of trying to produce more 
is our first big mstake. 
Only as 


more is produced is there more to 
divide. If we distributed" the entire 
national production equally among 
all the people, omitting small chil- 
dren, it would amount to 
only 


about what $500 can buy. Here is 
a simple problem for every reader. 
Total the annual wages of 
the 


bread-winners in your home. Then 
take the number of people in your 
family, less babies, and multiply 
this number by $500. The differ- 
ence between these two 
figures 


will show how much your family 
would gain or lose each year if the 
national income was equally dis- 
tributed. You can see that we will 
never get far by fighting over what 
already exists. 
Trying to revive old industries is 


our second big mistake. 
I would 


like to see the railroads helped, the 
farmers helped, the 
coal miners 


helped, and other groups 
helped 


"Helping" these groups by bolster- 
ing up wages and prices, however, 
will never put any more people 
back to work. The trouble with our 
government financing today is that 
we are spending two dollars 
to 


save one dollar! Furthermore .we 
will never get out of debt by get- 
ting into more debt. Industries, like 
people, have a definite length of 
life. A study of history shows that 
prosperity has come about through 
the development of new industries, 
—never through trying to revive 
old, existing industries. 


New Industry 


During the past three months, I 


have devoted a large amount of 
time to an impartial study of the 
various new industries on the hori- 
zon. I feel that air conditioning of- 
fers the greatest opportunity. If the 
country would declare a moratori- 
um on political 
back-biting and 


s,pend the same energy on whip- 
ping up enthusiasm over air con- 
ditioning, five mllion people could 
be returned to jobs. 
Most of the 


proposed 
new industries would 


put out of work some people who 
are now engaged in existing occu- 
pations. This is not true of the ait- 
conditioning industry. It could di- 
rectly or indirectly give millions of 
people jobs and go a long way to- 
ward restoring employment to nor- 
mal conditions. 


I will admit that air conditioning 


would throw some 
doctors, 
and 


perhaps druggists, out of jobs. 
I 


have in mind the fact that air con- 
ditioning greatly improves 
the 


health and efficiency 'of workers 
in factories, stores, and homes. Re- 
member that air 
conditioning is 


much more than merely 
cooling 


your rooms. 
It means drying the 


air in summer, and moistening it in 
winter. There are only three things 
in life, viz: How we think, how we 
feel, and how we love. Certainly, 
air conditioning can become 
a 


great factor in the first two 
of 


these and perhaps an influence in 
the third!

canners are due to give increased 
attention to the control of the pea 
aphid is the prediction of H. F. 
Wilson, head of the department ec- 
onomic entomology at the college of | 
agriculture, according to informa- j 
tion received by R. C. Swans,on.' 
county agent. 
, 


Emphasizing that aphid control | 


has assumed a place of utmuat im- 
portance in the pea crop produc-1 


tion program. Wilson urges the co- 
operation of the canner. the pea 
grower, as well as the manufacture 
ot aphicidcs and machinery neces- 
sary for applying control measures 
it the insect is to be effectively con- 
trolled. 


Wilson regards Wisconsin as one 


of the favored areas .in which to 
grow peas, but points out that dur- 
ing the past few years.' poor grow- 
ing seasons with high temperatures 
and lack of rainfall combined with 
pea aphid infestations have threat- 
ened profits m the industry. Al- 
though hesitating to predict what 
better climatic conditions might do. 
the entomologist called attention to 
the rapid increase in alfalfa acres 
which, he explains, has emphasized j 
the pea aphid problem. Alfalfa, it is 
claimed, is the natural over-winter- j 
ing food plant of the pea aphid pro-1 
vidinc ideal conditions for harbor- 
ing the species. In 1920. there were 
approximately 1CO.COO acres o£ alfal- 
fa in Wisconsin, while last year! 


there were approximately a million 
acres, a condition which provides 
opportunity for an enlarged 
pea 


aphid population. 


Cost of Treatment 


To combat the pea aphid, Wilson 


cphasizes that the canner as well as 
the farmer growing peas must be 
prepared with enough good equip- 
ment to meet the situation. 
Al- 


though he regards the present cost 
of pea aohid control as dangerously 
high, with reported costs of treat- 
ment averaging from $4 to $5, ex- 
perience has shown that the grower 
should not go through the season 
unprepared. 


Since the canner or grower can 


hardly afford to treat a field more 
than once. Wilson calls attention to 
the importance of determining the 
most effective time for applying the 
treatment. By making a count ot 
aphids or. alfalfa 
ar.d the sub«e- 


qucnt migration to peas, the exact 


time of the treatment can be cloMl/^ 
determined. 
, ^^ 


He finds that if an "in/estt&pay 


comes in :the field' early in"the, tea- 
son while the peas are-still-small, 
the aphids will increase more quick- ' 
ly than if the peas are more mature.' 
For this reason, the aphid infesta- 
tion should be carefully watched 
and the aphids controlled at a time 
when the migration from alfalfa has 
ended and before the "pea plants are 
weakened so • badly that they lail 
to recover.

concession which the employer may 
legitimately withhold"—is the ker- 
nel of the whole case. Can the labor 
board decide what are and what are 
not legitimate points of concession? 
May it not tomorrow say that( not 
only is a signed contract a legiti- 
mate part of the collective bargain- 
ing process, but also the duration of 
the contract, whether it is to be for 
one month or five years? May the 
labor board not also say that the 
"closed shop" is or is not an integ- 
ral part of the collective bargain- 
ing process, and may the board not 
also say that a refusal to accept a 
particular wage scale by announce- 
ment in advance is a refusal to bar- 
gain collectively? 


Clearly, when the board has the 


discretion to interpret what is or is 
not a matter for "concession." it en- 
ters the field of decision as to what 
is or not a proper item of negotia- 
tion between employers and em- 
ployes. If congress intended such a 
power to be exercised by the labor 
board, then the Inland Steel case is 
certainly a justified use of that pow- 
er by the board. 


Didn't .Order Election 


The difficulty with the instant 


case is that the board did not order 
an election and compel the parties 
to negotiate. Whether they would 
have reached a meeting of minds is 
not something that a judicial or 
even 
quasi-judicial body 
ever 


should attempt to decide in ad- 
vance of the actual development of 
such a set of circumstances. Had 
this procedure then followed, the 
board would have been confronted 
with the fact that employers and 
employes had negotiated as provid- 
ed by law and had or had not 
reached a meeting of minds. What 
cause could then have been ascrib- 
ed by the employes' union for in- 
sisting on a written contract? In- 
deed, what possible reason, if there 
had been a meeting of minds, would 
the company have had lor refusing 


to put the matter in writing? One is 
forced to the conclusion that the 
real issue undecided by the Inland 
Steel case,"is whether 'a company 
must negotiate with a group not 
known officially to be in the ma- 
jority and whether the length of 
time of a contract or any other 
provisions deemed essential by one 
side or the other are to be pre- 
scribed by an order of the labor* 
board as a proper or improper sub- 
ject for actual negotiation.

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TWO TELEPHONE PROPOSITIONS 
The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion may have been derelict, as claimed, in 
its investigation of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company and it may 
have been one-sided and partial, but there 
are two things that stand out in its re- 
port like snow covered peaks. 


In the first place it is said: 


"Public relations policies and prac- 


tices of the Bell System are directed 
toward the maintenance of its monop- 
oly position in the communications 
field and the maintenance and in- 
crease of its revenues." 
So far as the maintenance of a mon- 


opoly position is concerned the best ser- 
vice and the cheapest service and the most 
convenient service is obtained in such a 
field through monopoly.

Monopoly in itself is never a menace 


when it is under the control of an alert 
and able government with power to fix 
rates and control income. 


But the Communications

pointed too at an old proposition, what 
might be regarded as a weakness with the 
Bell system, its accumulation of depre- 
ciation reserves running into the millions 
and far in excess of what experience has 
demonstrated to be necessary, together 
with its claim that these reserves have 
now become its property. 


Correctly the commission recommends 


that such reserves "should be held as 
trust funds to be administered for the ben- 
efit of subscribers, present and future," 
and also, and just as important, that "the 
earnings on the reserve should accrue to 
the benefit of subscribers."

SIZING UP THE WAR IN SPAIN 
Thomas R. Phillips is a major in the 


United States army who wrote an exhaus- 
tive article on the Spanish war that was 
published in the Saturday Evening Post 
about a month ago. 


It becomes particularly interesting be- 


cause it indicates how accurately a man 
trained to the arts of war can gauge a sit- 
uation like that in Spain after going care- 
fully over the ground and studying it. 
For Major Phillips wrote before the recent 
Franco offensive, his article was even 
published before the Rebels started for the 
sea, yet the accuracy 
with 
which he 


analyzes both sides and predicts what will 
happen might have been written today. 


The major tries to impress the public 


with a thing so few people can learn, that 
amateurs cannot successfully conduct war, 
or, as he puts it, "the days when a people's 
militia can stand against trained troops 
are gone forever." 


Phillips says that the Reds have always 


had numerical superiority in Spain, that 
Franco has defeated them time after time 
with less manpower though often with 
better aerial support. But the nub of the 
trouble with the Reds is written plainly: 


"Suspicious of the loyalty of the 


regular officers who joined them, led 
by the left-wing writers, parlor pinks 
and communist tub thumpers the gov- 
ernment has been unable, even with 
considerable help from competent for- 
eign advisers, after a year and a halt 
of war, to develop an army capable 
of fighting on equal terms with Fran- 
co's men. Franco's battles have been 
fought and won •with numerical in- 
feriority in every case. The govern- 
ment's superiority of manpower has 
been nullified by military incompe- 
tence." 
Perhaps we in America have not ap- 


preciated to the full extent the subservi- 
ence of the Red government of Spain to 
Moscow ideals insofar, at least, as mili- 
tary organization is concerned. 
In the 


language of Major Phillips: 


"Another cause of Spanish govern- 


ment failure is the system of political 
commissars. The commissars, a Rus- 
sian importation, are a combination of 
civil spy. supply officer and morale 
officer attached to every unit. They 
have their own chain of authority, 
independent of the unhappy comman- 
der, and report on his alleged delin- 
quencies to their own superiors . .. So, 
officers, without authority, constantly 
spied on and hindered in every deci- 
MOn. interrupted in the exercise of 
disciplinary 
authority, 
have 
little 


chance to develop a cohesive army." 
The major then proceeds by examin- 


ing the various military offenses to dem- 
onstrate that the Reds have shown them- 
selves "incapable of sustained offensive 
actior." Although each of their offenses 
has had some 
initial success it finally 


bogged down, petered out or was forced 
back by Franco with counterattacks. 


Efficient soldiers can only be made by 


trained officers. 
But when an army is 


built upon the conception that one must be 
constantly suspicious of the other it has 
lost the vigor without which it may still 
be brave but never efficient.

In 
fact it may do some good, indirect- 
ly, by encouraging a few timid folk 
to increase their intake of vitamin 
B, particularly the daily intake of 
their children, who need it most. 


How much vitamin B 
dees a 


child or an adult need daily? No 
one can say precisely how many 
units, but at present good nutrition 
authorities estimate that the vita- 
min B requirement varies -with the 
energy requirement, and the more 
active the individual is in work, 
play or exercise, the more calories 
he or she requires and the more 
vitaimn B to maintain good carbo- 
hydrate metabolism.

"If less than half of the cost of 


such materials is born by federal or 
state agencies, other than the Agri-

"If one-half or more of the 
cost is borne 
by these agencies, 


then this practice is not counted in 
meeting the soil building goal and 
does not qualify for payment.

Little increase in milk cows is 


likely to occur in the. United States 
during the next two years, accord- 
ing to a prediction of I. K. Hedg- 
es, economist of the state college of 
agriculture, in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson, county agricultural agent. 


He bases his prediction upon the 


fact that the number of milk cows 
on farms on Jan. 3, 1938 was about 
the same as a year earlier, and that 
the number of heifers being kept 
for milk on Jan. 1. which are the 
source of additions to 
milking 


herds during the next two years 
was slightly smaller than last year. 


In Wisconsin, both the number of 


heifers being kept for milk and the 
number of milk cows on Jan. 1 
were slightly larger than last year. 
The number of heifer calves being 
kept for milk was smaller than 
last year but this was offset by an 
increase in the number of heifers 
one to two years old being kept for 
milk. 


There was very little change in 


livestock numbers in the United 
Slates during 1937. according to this 
economist. The annual livestock in- 
ventory issued recently by the de- 
partment of agricultural economics 
shows that the number of live- 
stock on farms on Jan. 1. 1938 was 
about the same as a year earlier. 


Hog numbers lor the country as 


a whole were about 3i per cent 
larger on Jan. 1, 1937. Much of this 
increase. Hedges points out, was 
due to delayed marketings. Because 
of the large feed supplies, farmers 
prolonged the feeding period and 
many hogs which ordinarily would 
have been marketed before the first 
of the year were held over to be 
marketed later, and consequently 
were counted in the January inven- 
tory. 


"The number of hogs for 
the 


country as a whole on Jan. 1, 1938 
was still about 30 per cent smaller 
than the peak in 1933. Most of this 
decrease is due to a reduction in 
hog numbers in the corn belt states 
where the effects of the recent 
drouths on hog numbers has been 
most severe." 
Insect Outbreaks Can 


Be Accurately Forecast 


Reliably forecasting the location 


and extent of insect outbreaks is a 
relatively new achievement. Bas- 
ing predictions on county surveys 
made in cooperation with entomol- 
ogists in various states, the depart- 
ment of agriculture entomologists 
can determine where 
outbreaks 


are likely to occur if weather con- 
ditions are favorable to the insects, 
according to the 
crop reporting 


service in a bulletin to R. C. Swan- 
son, county agent. 
Experenced workers 
determine 


the comparative numbers of eggs 
laid or insects hibernating in the 
counties where crop.-dcstroying in- 
sects were observed the previous 
season. "Knowing 
exactly 
what 


stages of the various kinds of in- 
sects to look for, and where to look 
for them," says Lee A. 
Strong, 


chief of the bureau of entomology 
and plant quarantine, "helps great- 
ly to simplify their job." 


According to this year's forecast, 


midwestern farmers may expect a 
grasshopper plague, the

OPENING DAT

T 


O us troust fishermen opening 
day means more than a fishing 
trip. It is the beginning of 


a new order of things; an awaken- 
ing from the dreary hibernation of 
winter. The shackles of idelness 
that have irked us for so many 
months are broken. 


Maybe last season wasn't so good. 


Perhaps we didn't get to fish all 
the places we had wanted to; may- 
be when we did get out we were 
disappointed. 
But this year things 


will be different. 


Now, 
truthfully, 
opening 
day 


fishing is a dubious proposition. 
The water is high and cold, the 
fish scattered and hard to find. In 
early season I have taken many 
trout from places that ordinarily 
are dry land. And the stream may 
contain more fishermen than fish. 
Nevertheless everyone has a good 
time. 


It's Worm Time 


Whether we like to admit or not 


early season is worm time. Worms 
washed down by the rushing wa- 
ters are one of the principal sources 
of trout food and to fish with them 
is simply following the path of the 
least resistance. 
That in itself is 


good fishing tactices. 


Worm fishermen follow two gen- 


eral schools or thought. One uses 
a single worm, often with a worm 
gang, so hooked that it is presented 
as naturally as possible. The worm 
is fished upstream and allowed to 
drift down on a slack line. This is 
the scientific way and calls for 
quite as much stream knowledge 
and casting skill as fly fishing. 


The other school fastens on the 


hook as many worms as it will hold, 
perhaps adding a small spinner to 
attract the fish, and likely as not 
spits on the bait for luck. Ex- 
ponents of this 
method fish up 


stream, downstream or sit on the 
bank. 
Lacking the dignity and 


finesse of the first method this 
one has the authority of mass popu- 
larity and long usage. 
Since a 


trout confronted by a large gob of 
succulent worms seems to lose the 
good sense he generally shows this 
type of fishing is successful in a 
degree most painful to the purist 
clement. 


Some of the best waters for 


worm fishing 
are the 
narrow, 


brush choked creeks that are too 
narrow for fly casting anyway. I 
have known fishermen to use a bait 
casting road in these with good 
success, creeping along the bank 
and poking the rod through the 
bushes to drop the worm in the 
deep, shaded pools where the trout 
hide. A telescope rod which can 
be lengthened out to reach over 
the bushes or collapsed to be slip- 
ped through them admirably meets 
the requirements 
of the 
small 


creek. 


In the northern streams that flow 


into Lake Superior there is an 
added thrill to the early fishing. 
The big rainbows that spend most 
of the time in the lake are in the 
rivers at this season and trout of 
from 5 to 10 pounds are taken every 
year. A spinner of fair size without 
bait is perhaps the best lure for the 
big ones, except in the deep holes 
at the bottom of which there is not 
enough current tfo give it action. 
There it is advisable to use worms. 


Large Flies Best 


Some anglers, however, will take 


their fish on flies or leave them in 
the river. Large wet flies, stream- 
ers and nymphs are the best for 
early season and often 
produce 


quite well. The streamer worked 
with the rod tip to imitate a swim- 
ming minnow is perhaps the best. 


As for me on opening day I'm 


going to pursue a middle of the road 
course. I'm going to start out with 
worms. Then when I have three 
or four nice trout in my creel to 
impress other angers and give me 
moral courage I'll switch to flies. 
But as quitting time approaches if 
the flies have failed me I'm going 
back to the worms! I like to start 
out the fishing season by catching 
some fish.

fore running clubs. West hung onto 
his high heart, choosing to discard 
diamonds on the last two clubs. But 
his security was short lived. De- 
clarer 
laid 
down 
the diamond 


queen and it was all over. West 
could cash his heart queen, but af- 
ter that could not exit without giv- 
ing declarer a discard in one hand 
and a ruff in the other, which, ol 
course, obviated the necessity for 
conceding a spade trick. 


This hand might be used as a 


model for players vho want to 
brush up on their strip-and-lhrow- 
in plays. 


It will be noted that a complete 
strip was not possible. If West, for 
example, had held three spades in- 
stead of two, or if 3L?st had been 
the defender with the three trumps. 
no method of play whatever could 
have fulfilled the contract. 
This 


does not mean, however, that the 
declarer was extraordinarily lucky. 
His one hope, after failing to drop 
the queen and jack of hearts in two 
leads, was to avoid the loss of a 
spade trick. The only chance for 
this was to find a lay of cards pre- 
cisely like that actually existing. 


If declarer had gone on the as- 


sumption that "there was no place 
to put the losing spade" and had 
failed to strip tvo roncds of spades 
from the North-South hands West, 
on taking the lead with either the 
high heart or diamond, would have 
had his second spade as an exit 
card. 


The essence of good play is to 


lake advantage of favjiable breaks.

More About Jupiter's Moons 


If Jupiter were a bright-shining 


sun, it would be the center of a 
little solar system of its own. Nine 
moons go around Jupiter, just as 
nine main planets go around our 
sun. 


As it happens. Jupiter is a planet 


not a sun. We can see it shining in 
the sky because it reflects light 
from the sun. The nine moons also 
reflect sunlight. 


Jupiter and four of the nine moons. 


As we said yesterday, two of Ju- 


piter's moons are a little larger 
than the planet Mercury. Two oth- 
ers are about as big as the earth's 
moon. 


There is an amazing fact about 


Jupiter's moons—they do not all 
move in the same direction! 


Let us suppose we looked down 


on Jupiter from a place about 20,- 
000,000 miles above its north pole. 
Then \ve should see seven moons 
moving counter-clockwise, that is. 
opposite to the way a clock's hands 
move. The other two moons would 
be seen going clockwise. 


What could have brought that to 


be? It is a hard question to answer, 


but there are certain facts which 
may help us. 
,, 


Seven of Jupiter's moons 
may 


have been thrown off from the 
planet, far back in time. Their mo- 
tion is in the same direction as the 
planet spins while turning on its 
axis. 


The other two moons are 
the 


farthest from the planet, also the 
smallest of the nine. Each of them 
has a diameter of about 15 miles. 
Both are more than 14,000,000 miles 
distant from Jupiter. 


Where did Jupiter get those two 


little moons? We do not know for 
certain, but here is a theory: 


The little moons may have been 
"captured" by Jupiter. They may 
be planetoids, or asteroids, which 
came within the reach of Jupiter's 
gravity. 


If an exploding planet blew parts 


of itself (that is. asteroids) toward 
Jupiter, it is quite possible they 
were held there. The force of their 
motion when they were captured 
may be what keeps them moving in 
a direction opposite to Jupiter's 
other seven moons.

"I have a family of four children, all going to school, and a house to 


keep. I do all the work myself; I can't get the children to help me. They 
grumble and grunt if I ask them.to do the least little thing. But I have 
been working all day. Surely they could relieve me a little when they 
get home from school." 


All children should help in the housework. But school children do a 


hard day's work if they attend to their business, and they are not ex- 
actly rearing to go when they get home from school. They need an hour's 
rest,, an hour of free time, to stretch their muscles and relieve their 
minds. They need a light lunch, and a chance to chat over it, telling 
what happened during the day. 


After they are rested they can do their afternoon chores. These should 


be few and light. After dinner they have to settle down to study. If they 
face their tasks with free and happy minds; if they are rested and con- 
tent, they can do good work. Otherwise they can not. 


Each child of the family ought to have a home responsibility in ac- 


cordance with his ability to carry it. The task should be completed early, 
before school time, when he is fresh, and not saved for the afternoon 
when he returns tired after a day's 
occupation. 


These home chores need to be 


carefully planned. It won't do to 
call suddenly upon a child to make 
his bed if he has not been trained 
to do that job every morning of his 
life. Washing the dishes is a daily 
job. Two or three children should 
share it. and take turns. It is too 
much for any one child to wash, 
wipe and replace dishes and tidy 
the kitchen. It is a job that needs 
cooperation, and it has to be well 
supervised if the 
children 
are 


young. 


Some mothers do not think of 


asking children to help themselves 
or her, when they are little. They 
wait until some day, when they are 
overpowered with the pressure of 
work, and call upon them for im- 
mediate and efficient help. 
The 


children, quite unused to such de- 
mands, are confused. They feel at 
a loss and, because of this feeling, 
rebel. Those who face a strange 
situation or are called on for un- 
usual and unexpected service, are 
likely to feel rebellious because 
they are afraid they cannot make 
good. 


If the children are trained from 


the beginning to help themselves 
and each other; if they have been 
taught to feel responsible for their 
set share of the household xvork 
from the first day they were able 
to perform it, there is no such 
trouble. They may fuss now and 
then; they may complain about one 
or the other not doing his part, but 
on the whole they go along nicely. 
Such training not only makes them 
helpful in the household, it devel- 
ops their intelligence and their 
characters. 


Don't wait until the children 


grow up to ask for their help. Train 
them from the start, to help. And 
be carefjul to give each his duty, 
and a set schedule to follow. Rou- 
tine helps us all.
